‘William A. Lee, of Concord, was chosen chairman of 
the delegation, and Harry M. Cheney, of Concord, was 
chosen clerk. 


The following committee was named to consult with the 
County Commissioners, receive their suggestions and rec- 
ommendations, and submit the same to the full delegation: 
Messrs. Sanborn of Bradford, Robinson of Concord, Fowler 
of Epsom, Danforth of Concord, Gilchrist of Henniker. 


The date upon which the inspection of the county farm 
should be made was left to the chairman and clerk. 


Adjourned subject to the call of the chairman.

Upon this date the inspection of the county farm was 
made, a dinner enjoyed, after which the delegation, more 
than a quorum being present, assembled in the delegation, 
to transact such business as might be lawfully presented. 


Mr. Lee of Concord, chairman, presided. 
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Mr. Sanborn, of Bradford, chairman of the special com- 
mittee, reported that the committee had attended to its 
duty, and presented the budget, approved by the com- 
missioners, as follows: 


County farm, $28,000 
Poor away from farm 32,000 
Soldiers’ benefits 3,000 
County jail : 5,900 
Court expenses 15,000 
Care and supplies for Court house 9,500 
Salaries, County officers 5,300 
Expenses, County officers 500 
Aid to needy blind 1,600

Miscellaneous payments 800 

, $103,400 


Upon motion of Mr. Sanborn, of Bradford, the sum of 
one hundred and three thousand and four hundred dollars 
($103,400.00) was voted to be raised by taxation for the 
fiscal year of 1924. 


Mr. Sanborn, of Bradford, presented the same budget 
for 1925, and upon his motion the sum of one hundred 
and three thousand and four hundred dollars ($103,400.00) 
was voted to be raised by taxation for the fiscal year of 
1925. 


For the support of the Merrimack County Farm Bureau 
it was voted, upon motion of Mr. Walker, of Hopkinton, to 
raise the sum of four thousand and five hundred dollars 
($4,500.00) for the fiscal year of 1924, and upon his second 
motion the sum of four thousand and two hundred and 
fifty dollars ($4,250.00) for the same purpose, for the fiscal 
year of 1925. 
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Upon motion of Senator Tripp, of District No. 14, a vote 
of confidence in the County Commissioners was unani- 
mously passed. 


To see if some more appropriate name than ‘‘ County 
Farm’’ could be found and adopted, the following com- 
mittee was named: Messrs. Cheney of Concord, Aiken of 
Franklin, Phillips of Coneord, Desroche of Allenstown, 
Senator Tripp of District No. 14, Rollins of Andover, 
Garneau of Franklin, Sanborn of Bradford, Wells of 
Coneord, King of Concord.

To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack County 
herewith present the annual report of the County Com- 
missioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of Farm and House 
of Correction, Clerk of the Superior Court, Sheriff, Jailor, 
Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain and Auditors for the 
year ending December 31, 1923. 


County Farm 


Under the continued direction of Mr. and Mrs. J. M. 
Lorden as Superintendent and Matron, the affairs at the 
Merrimack County Farm remain in a most satisfactory 
condition. 

During the year such repairs as were necessary to keep 
the buildings in good condition were made. 

Abundant crops were raised on the farm, thus making it 
possible to keep the cost of maintenance at a very reason- 
able figure. 

We would call your attention to the report of the Super- 
intendent for complete data for the year.

During the year a considerable number of prisoners 
have been committed to the Merrimack County from 
the Federal Court, thus adding very materially to the 
usual jail population. 

The management of the jail continues under the efficient 
direction of Sheriff George A. Wooster, whose report is 
submitted on another page. 
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FINANCES OF THE COUNTY 


At the close of the year 1923, Merrimack County had 
no outstanding bonds or notes and no unpaid bills which 
had been presented and approved. 

The total receipts from all sources for the year were 
$191,550.23, and total expenditures were $180,667.52, leav- 
ing a cash balance in the hands of the Treasurer of 
$10,882.71, as compared with $7,291.10 a year ago.

REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN 


When I came to Boscawen last August to take up the 
work of the pastorate in that place, I was delighted to find 
that the work at the farm was also to be mine. An ex- 
perience of five years in this work in another county in 
the state where the work proved so enjoyable, I was sur- 
prised above measure to find that conditions in Merrimack 
County Farm are much superior, and why? Well, what 
appeals to the new comer in his work is the cordial wel- 
come he receives from the ideal and inspiring Superinten- 
dent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph M. Lorden, the 
beautiful and commodious chapel, the orderly way in which 
the inmates enter and leave this sacred place, and last but 
not least, the respectful and admirable spirit existing be- 
tween inmates, attendants and those we have placed in 
authority. 

Last September I began my two services on the first 
and third Sundays of each month. I have made them 
preaching services, not philosophy, not sociology, not even 
current events, but the Bible and especially that part of it 
that we recognize as the Gospel.

There should never be, for 
my Master gave his best to the poor and the unfortunate 
during his earthly ministry. The attendance so far has 
been unusually good. I have had the privilege on several 
occasions of speaking to our three commissioners and 
other friends when visiting the institution. 

The Christmas was a grand success this year. Mr. and 
Mrs. Haggerty, many said, surpassed their former good 
work in the past. It was the finest and most appropriate 
deeoration of the kind we have ever seen. 
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Two large trees were not sufficient for the many gifts. 
The entertainment was enjoyed by all. After a brief re- 
ligious service appropriate to Christmas, a program con- 
sisting of humorous, vocal, piano and banjo selections 
were rendered by Dr. Shaw, Mr. and Mrs. Gardner Long- 
fellow, and Miss Stevens of Franklin. We extend our 
thanks this year to Mrs. John Martin of Concord for her 
kindness and heartfelt interest and to all others who have 
brought a ray of sunshine into the lives of our folks at the 
farm. 

On October 30th the Boscawen Dramatic Club presented 
the drama, ‘‘Deacon Dubbs,’’ at the farm.

REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 


For the year 1923 


To the Commissioners of the County of Merrimack: 
I hereby submit my report for the year ending December 
$1 1923: 


At the April Term of the Superior Court, the Grand 
Jury found nine indictments as follows: 


Adultery rf 
Breaking and entering 1 
Unlawful cohabitation 1 


Of these respondents one was sentenced to prison, one 
received a suspended prison sentence, three were fined and 
given suspended jail sentences and the case against a 
veteran of the World war was dropped because of the con- 
dition of his health. 

At the October Term of the Superior Court indictments 
were found against thirteen persons as follows: 


Adultery 

Automobile law 
Breaking and entering 
Larceny 

Murder 

Rape

Two of these murder indictments were against Nunie 
George Tsekos of Franklin who killed his wife and mother- 
in-law on August 11. Certain aspects of this crime were 
peculiarly revolting but there was serious doubt as to 
whether there was sufficient premeditation to convict the 
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respondent of first degree murder.. Accordingly he was 
sentenced to prison for life, and the County was saved 
what might well have been needless expense. 

The other murder charge was against Francis L. Hen- 
ning who was involved in the killing of Vernon F. Atkins 
at his home in Concord on April 11. The actual shooting 
was done by another and after due consideration, the Court 
sentenced Henning to State Prison for not less than six nor 
more than eight years. The wisdom of this course has 
been amply vindicated by subsequent events, for on Jan- 
uary 7, 1924, Leo A. Roach was arrested in Boston and 
now awaits trial for the actual shooting. 

Of the other respondents three were sent to prison, two 
to the House of Correction, two were fined and two re- 
ceived suspended sentences. | 

At this Term there was entered the unusual number of 
nineteen appeal cases and two informations. Of these 
offences ten were against the automobile law, six against 
the liquor law, two for disorderly conduct, one for assault 
and one for drunkenness.. There were four jury trials in 
connection with these misdemeanors in all of which a 
verdict of guilty was returned and the remaining seven- 
teen cases were disposed of on favorable terms to the state. 

The prosecution of criminals in this County for the year 
1923 has been unusually successful and an important factor 
has been the splendid co-operation of city, county, state and 
federal officers in bringing about a common result.
